Long-term prosperity for Canada 
depends largely on the acceptance of internationalist 
ideas, of which the League of Nations is the chief 
organ and exponent. It is heartening aftd significant 
that the Dominion’s leaders of busineu recognized 
this fact so plainly as they did in the quoted resolution.

- quate control of its traffic by putting police con¬ 
stables at every dangerous street intersection, it would 
have to increase the sue of its police force by at least 
oae-thiid and spend something like 825,000 a year 
more than it spends on this service now. The inter¬ 
sections on Yates, Government and Fort Streets, 
Quadra and Hillside. Rockland Avenue, Femwood 
and Pandora, Fairfield and Linden, just to mention 
a few off-hand, at various times have been' the scene, 
of numerou. accidents involving motor cars and pedes¬ 
trians. and the traffic on them should he vigilantly 
and effectively controlled over a considerable part 
of the day. 

Stioca h uman safety is the most important re¬ 
quirement of the public welfare, t)\e city it morally 
bound to secure it, and we are not sure that it is not 
legally responsible. An accident involving loss of 
life at dangerous sections, of which there are many 
in Victoria, in which it it established that neither 
driver of colliding motor cars was careless nor reckless, 
might cost Victoria a formidable sum. Indeed, it 
ought to. Incidentally, it should be inspiring to re¬ 
call lhat the collapse of llie Point Ellice Bridge— 
to the adequate repair of which many taxpayers 
insanely objected—cost the city hundreds of thou¬ 
sands ol dollars. 

Victoria should at once adopt the atop-and-go 
system of automatic signals at eveiy dangerous in¬ 
tersection. The,cost would be negligible in contrast' 
with the additional sum which, as surely as the sun 
shines, will be required to enable our police force 
to protect the public life and property, and at the 
tame tune control a traffic which, in spite of all 
objurgations and obstacles to the contrary, is bound 
to grow rapidly with the years. It is no duparage-

Of the total gross value of production in our own 
province in 1932 the group based on forest resources 
reported 841.631,000 or nearly thirty per cent.

An Insight Into branch art lit¬ 
tle* of British Columbia hos¬ 
pitals was presented In papers 
glTen at yesterday afternoon's 
session of the Provincial Mo*pl- 
pltals Association convention at 
the Empress Hotel. Occupational 
therapy, the work of outpatients* 
departments and women's aux¬ 
ilary doings were outlined.

Although they 
float, they do not get about much. The 
actual fishing la done by saltier craft 
which tie up at one end of these 
depots. Trucks back up to the other 
ends and take away tha opened 
bivalves. 

Each barge holds a two-story build¬ 
ing. They have porches and pilasters 
and window shades, and are painted 
as gaudily as ahowboat*. The oldest 
belongs to Oeorgt M. Bull, who is 
about seventy, and whose father and 
grandfather before him were oyster- 
men There Is always a roar of Ice- 
grindlng machines and a rush on ac¬ 
tivity about the place.

All phases of nursing condi¬

A review of the nursing situation 
was given by Miss Helen Randal.

Miss Randal recalled that fourteen 
peers ego she had been asked to 
a peek on the os me subject the wes 
dealing with to-dey. In 1910, she 
eeid, a survey was completed of the 
twenty-one training schools in 
British Columbia and It intrigued her 
to notice t^e progress since that 
time. Standards had been greatly 
olivated and accommodation gener¬ 
ally Improved. There were now only 
nine training schools and the better 
work of graduate staffs Instead of 
training staffs had been noticed. She 
did not think training schools were 
cheeper than graduate staffs, except 
In the larger hospitals. 

To-day. she said, the Junior 
matriculation standard had been in¬ 
troduced. which had proven a dis¬ 
tinct benefit In raising the standard.
